“And Samuel grew, and Jehovah 
was with him. and did let none of 
his words fall to the ground And 
all Isrsel from Dan even to Beer- 
sheba knew that Samuel was es­ 
tablished to be a prophet of Je­ 
hovah." 
God Dagon Thrown Dows 
The P h i l i s t i n e s evidently 
thought that now the ark was 
theirs the power of God would also 
be with them They took the ark 
and set it up in the house in which 
their god Dagon was enthroned. 
in the city of Ashdod Dagon was 


driven or led. and if they took the 
road to Bethshemesh, they would 
know that the ark was indeed the 
cause of their troubles. 
-And the kine took the straight 
way to the way of Bethshemesh, 
and went along the highway, low­ 
ing as they went; , . . and the 
lords of the Philistines went after 
them unto the border of Beth* 
shemesh.” 
Return of Ark Bring* Rejoicing 
The men of Bethshemesh were
